Farm Notes 

ESSENTIALS in BUTCHKltlMi 
Success in the curint: of pork 
which baa been butchered on the 
farm depends largely u p 0 ■ 
whether or not the meat has been 
thoroughlv cooled out before the 
salt is applied. This succestion 
together with several others is 
contained in hints which have 
just been issued by Prof. K. J. 
Walford, of the Animal Husban- 
dry Department, College of Ag- 
riculture, I'mversiiy o f Ken. 
tucky for farmers who will do 
their own butchering during the 
coming winter months. Accord- 
ing to Prof. Wilford, the old 
method of shooting or knocking 
the hog in the head has been 
found to be a poor one since it 
d<>e* not allow the animal to 
bleed out thoroughly and as a 
result the <|U«lity of meat is af- 
fected, if the animal is killed

I'niversity «.f Kentucky, 
the hen that is properly b aaSfd 
durinu the cmnini: winter nioti h» 
will be more liable to lay mora 
euirs than the hen that is poorly 
housed. A good house for the 
hens need | ■ t be warm but 
should ba free from draft*, have 
plenty of ventilation and sun- 
light and be dry.
